of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information communicated to firms so registered 
relates mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is reeeived 
from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, from 
His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial Trade Correspon- 
dents in the British Dominions, and from the Board of Trade 
Correspondents in the Crown Colonies, supplemented by information 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1914, 989 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 142,005 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant- 
General of the Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W. 

The “ Journal” itself contains a large amount of information as to 
openings for British trade abroad and as to other matters of interest 
to British traders generally. Information published in it is not 
repeated by circular to firms whose names are on the Special 
Register; the confidential intormation communicated to the latter is 
confined to matters which, at the time, have not been published in 
the “ Journal,” or are not intended to be published at all.

Additions to and Amendments in List. 


BY THE KING. 
A PROCLAMATION. 


REVISING THE List oF ARTICLES TO BE TREATED AS CONTRABAND 
or War. 





GEORGE R.I. 

Wuereas on the 23rd day of December, 1914, We did issue 
Our Royal Proclamation specifying the articles which it was Our 
intention to treat as contraband during the continuance of 
hostilities or until We did give further public notice; and 

Whereas on the 11th day of March, and on the 27th day of 
May. and on the 20th day of August, 1915, We did, by Our 
Roval Proclamations of those dates, make certain additions to 
the lists of articles to be treated as contraband of war; and 

Whereas it is expedient to make certain further additions to 
and amendments in the said lists: 

Now, Tuerrrore, We do hereby declare, by and with the 
advice of Our Privy Council, that the lists of contraband con- 
tained in the Schedules to Our Royal Proclamation of the 
23rd day of December, as subsequently amended by Our 
Proclamations of the 11th day of March, and of the 27th day 
of May, and of the 20th day of August aforementioned, are 
hereby withdrawn, and that in leu thereof, during the con- 
tinuance of the war or until We do give further public notice, 
the articles enumerated in Schedule I. hereto will be treated as 
absolute contraband, and the articles enumerated in Schedule IT. 
hereto will be treated as conditional contraband. 


ScuEpDute I. 

1. Arms of all kinds, including arms for sporting purposes, 
and their component parts. 

2. Implements and apparatus designed exclusively for the 
manufacture of munitions of war, or for the manufacture or 
repair of arms or of war material for use on land or sea. 

3. Lathes and other machines or machine tools capable of 
being employed in the manufacture of munitions of war. 

4. Emery, corundum, natural and artificial (alundum), and 
carborundum, in all forms. 

5. Projectiles, charges, and cartridges of all kinds, and their 
component parts. 

6. Paraffin wax. 

7. Powder and explosives specially prepared for use in war. 

8. Materials used in the manufacture of explosives, 
including :—Nitriec acid and nitrates of all kinds; sulphuric 
acid; fuming sulphuric acid (oleum); acetic acid and acetates; 
barium chlorate and perchlorate; calcium acetate, nitrate and 
carbide; potassium salts and caustic potash; ammonium salts 
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and ammonia liquor; caustic soda, sodium chlorate and_per- 
chlorate; mercury; benzol, toluol, xylol, solvent naphtha, phenol 
(carbolic acid), cresol, naphthalene, and their mixtures and 
derivatives; aniline, and its derivatives; glycerine; acetone; 
acetic ether; ethyl alcohol; methyl alcohol; ether; sulphur; urea; 
cyanamide; celluloid. 

9. Manganese dioxide; hydrochloric acid; bromine; phos- 
phorus; carbon disulphide; arsenic and its compounds; chlorine; 
phosgene (carbonyl chloride); sulphur dioxide; prussiate of soda ;

PROHIBITED EXPORTS. 
Amendments in and Additions to List. 





At the Council Chamber, Whitehall, the 19th day of October, 
1915. 
By the Lords of His Majesty’s Most Honourable 
Privy Council. 

WueEREAS it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Exporta- 
tion Prohibition) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation or Order 
in Council made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, as amended by the Act now in recital, may, 
whilst a state of war exists, be varied or added to by an Order 
made by the Lords of the Council on the recommendation of 
the Board of Trade: 

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs 
(Exportation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation 
made under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, 
may, whether the Proclamation was made before or after the 
passing of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst 
a state of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the 
Council on the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 28th day of July, 
1915, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibition) 
Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of certain 
articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said Pro- 
clamation was amended and added to in certain particulars: 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recom- 
mendation from the Board of Trade to the following effect :— 

That the Proclamation, dated the 28th day of July, 1915, as 
amended and added to by subsequent Orders of Council, should 
be further amended by making the following amendments in 
and additions to the same :— . 

(1) That the headings ‘‘ Cotton yarn and thread’ and 
‘Cotton fabric, suitable for aircraft ’’ in the list of goods the 
exportation of which is prohibited to all foreign countries in 
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Kurope and on the Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than 
France, Russia (except through Baltic ports), Italy, Spain and 
Portugal, should be deleted, and there be substituted therefor 
the heading ‘‘ All manufactures and products of cotton, except 
cotton Jace and cotton waste.’’ 

(2) That the heading ‘‘ Coal, all kinds, and coke, but not 
including coal allowed by the Commissioners of Customs and 
Excise to be shipped as bunker coal’’ in the list of goods the 
exportation of which is prohibited to all destinations abroad 
other than British Possessions and Protectorates should be 
deleted, and there be substituted therefor the heading ‘‘ Coal, 
all kinds, and coke made in gas works, but not including coal 
allowed by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to be 
shipped as bunker coal.’’ 

(3) That the heading ‘‘ Grindstones, carborundum wheels, and 
emery wheels ’’ in the list of goods the exportation of which 1s 
prohibited to all foreign countries in Europe and on the Medi- 
terranean and Black Seas, other than France, Russia (except 
through Baltic ports), Italy, Spain and Portugal, should be 
deleted, and there be substituted therefor the headings ‘* Grind- 
stones’’ and ‘‘ Emery, corundum, natural or artificial (such as 
alundum), carborundum and crystolon, and manufactures thereof 
(including wheels, discs, paper, cloth, stones, and powder).’’ 

(4) That the exportation of the following goods, which is at 
present prohibited to all foreign countries in Europe and on the 
Mediterranean and Black Seas, other than France, Russia 
(except through Baltic ports), Italy, Spain and Portugal, should 
be prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British Pos- 
sessions and Protectorates :— 

Chronometers and all kinds of nautical instruments ; 

Compasses for ships, and parts thereof, including 
fittings such as binnacles; 

Hair, animal, of all kinds; and tops, noils and yarns of 
animal hair. 

(5) That the exportation of the following goods should be 
prohibited to all destinations : — 

Acetic ether; 

Ether ; 

Phosgene (carbonyl chloride) ; 
Platinum. 

(6) That the exportation of the following goods should be 
prohibited to all destinations abroad other than British Pos- 
sessions and Protectorates :— 

Copper wire, insulated, electric light wires and cables, 
and power cables. 

(7) That the exportation of the following goods should be 
prohibited to all foreign countries in Europe and on the Medi- 
terranean and Black Seas, other than France, Russia (except 
through Baltic ports), Italy, Spain and Portugal :— 

Arsenical ore; 
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Black ue , and black sheets under one- eighth inch in 
thickness ; 

Furs, dressed or undressed, and manufactures thereof; 

Ramie. 

Now, therefore, Their Lordships, having taken the said recom- 
mendation into consideration, are pleased to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that the same be approved. 

Whereof the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs and 
Excise, the Director of the War Trade Department, and all 
other persons whom it may concern, are to take notice and govern 
themselves accordingly.

GEORGE R.I. 

WHEREAS, owing to the King of the Bulgarians, an Ally of 
the Central Powers, being now in a state of war with the King 
of Serbia, Our Ally, a state of war now exists between Us and the 
King of the Bulgarians; 

And whereas on the 4th day of August, 1914, a state of war 
came into existence between Us and the German Km peror ; 

And whereas We did on the same date and on certain other 
dates subsequent thereto issue certain Proclamations and Orders 
in Council connected with such state of war; 

And whereas on the 12th day of August, 1914, a state of 
war came into existence between Us and the Emperor of Austria, 
King of Hungary; 

And whereas certain of the aforesaid Proclamations and 
Orders in Council have since been extended so as to cover the 
state of war between Us and the Emperor of Austria, King 
of Hungary; 

And whereas on the 5th day of November, 1914, a state of 
war came into existence between Us and the Sultan of Turkey ; 

And whereas certain of the aforesaid Proclamations and 
Orders in Council have since been extended so as to cover the 
state of war between Us and the Sultan of Turkey; 

And whereas We have since the said 5th day of November, 
1914, issued certain other Proclamations and Orders in Council 
with reference to the state of war between Us and the German 
Kmperor, the Emperor of Austria, King of Hungary, and the 
Sultan of Turkey; 
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And whereas it is desirable now to provide for the state of 
war between Us and the King of the Bulgarians; 

And whereas the Convention relating to the status of enemy 
merchant vessels at the outbreak of hostilities, signed at The 
Hague on the 18th day of October, 1907, has not been ratified 
by the King of the Bulgarians, and therefore We do not think 
fit to extend to Bulgarian ships the Order in Council issued on 
the 4th day of August, 1914, with reference to the departure 
from our Ports of enemy vessels, which at the outbreak of hos- 
tilities were in any such port or which subsequently entered the 
same : 

Now, therefore, We have thought fit, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation 
declaring, and it is hereby declared, as follows :— 

1. The Proclamations and Orders in Council issued with 
reference to the state of war between Us and the German 
Emperor, or with reference to the state of war between Us and 
the German Emperor and the Emperor of Austria, King of 
Hungary, or with reference to the state of war between Us 
and the German Emperor, the Emperor of Austria, King of 
Hungary, and the Sultan of Turkey, other than the Order in 
Council issued on the 4th day of August, 1914, with reference 
to the departure from Our ports of enemy vessels, which at the 
outbreak of hostilities were in any such ports, or which subse- 
quently entered the same, shall, if still in force, apply to the 
state of war between Us and the King of the Bulgarians as from 
this 16th day of October, 1915. 

2. The Proclamation issued on the 5th day of August, 1914, 
warning all Our subjects, and all persons resident or being in 
Our Dominions, from contributing to or participating in, or 
assisting in the floating of, any loan raised on behalf of the 
German Government, or from advancing money to or entering 
into any contract or dealings whatsoever with the said Govern- 
ment, or otherwise aiding, abetting, or assisting the said 
Government, shall be deemed as from this 16th day of October, 
1915, to apply to all loans raised on behalf of, or contracts or 
dealings entered into with, or to aiding, abetting, or assisting 
the Bulgarian Government. 

$3. The words ‘‘ enemy country ”’ in any of the Proclamations 
or Orders in Council referred to in Article 1 of this Proclamation 
shall include the Dominions of the King of the Bulgarians, and 
the words ‘‘ persons of enemy nationality ’’ in any of the said 
Proclamations or Orders in Council shall include subjects of 
the King of the Bulgarians. 

Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace, this sixteenth 
day of October, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
nine hundred and fifteen, and in the sixth year of 
Our Reign.

BRITISH STEAMSHIPS. 
Carriage of Refrigeratcd Produce from Argentina and Uruguay.

WHEREAS a state of war exists between His Majesty and the 
German Emperor, the Emperor of Austria, King of Hungary, 
and the Sultan of Turkey : 

And whereas His Majesty holds it to be His Prerogative 
Duty as well as His Prerogative Right to take all steps necessary 
for the Defence and Protection of the Realm: 

And whereas it has been made to appear to His Majesty 
that it is essential to the Defence and Protection of the 
Realm that in the exercise of His Prerogatives as afore- 
said He should cause the whole of the insulated spaces in 
the British steamships named in the Schedule hereto, being 
British steamships usually engaged in trading between any port 
or ports in the Argentine Republic, or the Republic of Uruguay, 
and any port or ports in the United Kingdom, and the Continent 
of Europe, and being steamships owned by the two Companies 
also named in the Schedule hereto, to be requisitioned for the 
carriage of refrigerated produce from any port or ports in the 
Argentine Republic or in the Republic of Uruguay: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty is pleased, by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council, and in the exercise of His Prerogatives 
as aforesaid, and of all other powers Him thereunto enabling, 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, that the whole of the insulated 
spaces in the aforesaid British steamships shall be, and are 
hereby, until further ordered, requisitioned by and on behalf 
of His Majesty for the carriage of such produce from any port 
or ports in the Argentine Republic, or in the Republic of 
Uruguay. 

And His Majesty is further pleased, by and with the advice 
aforesaid, to authorise and direct any one of His Principal 
Secretaries of State, or the President of the Board of Trade, 
to give effect to this Order in the following way, that is to 
say:—By causing to be served Notice of Requisition on the 
Owner and Charterer (if any) of any such steamship. 

And His Majesty is further pleased, by and with the advice 
aforesaid, to declare that service of Notice of Requisition on 
either of the aforesaid Companies, being the Owner of any such 
steamship, shall be deemed sufficient and effective if served by 
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being addressed to such Company and left at the registered or 
other address of such Company, and that service of Notice of 
Requisition on the Charterer (if any) of any such steamship 
shall be deemed sufficient and effective if effected as regards 
such Charterer being a Company in manner similar to that 
prescribed for service on an Owner being a Company, and if 
effected as regards such Charterer being an individual, by being 
addressed to such individual and left at his last known place of 
business or abode. 

And His Majesty is further pleased, by and with the advice 
aforesaid, to declare that any Notice of Requisition which a 
Secretary of State or the President of the Board of Trade may 
respectively cause to be served hereunder may be signed by any 
person from time to time authorised for such purpose either 
generally or specially by any such Secretary of State or President 
of the Board of Trade as the case may be.

EXPORT OF COAL AND COKE. 
Revised Form of Application for Licences, 


The War Trade Department announces that, in order to prevent 
speculative applications for licences for the export of coal and coke, it 
will be necessary on and after 1st November for each application for 
a licence to be accompanied by a declaration to the etfect that the 
proposed shipment is in pursuance of an existing contract or in 
execution of a definite order for coal or coke. A revised form of 
application is now in course of preparation and will contain the 
form of declaration required. 





EXPORTATION OF NAUTICAL INSTRUMENTS. 


In connection with the Order-of-Council issued on 19th October 
(see p. 168) by virtue of which the exportation of ‘chronometers 
and all kinds of nautical instruments” and ‘ compasses for ships, and 
parts thereof, including fittings such as binnacles” is prohibited to 
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all destinations abroad other than British Possessions and Protec- 
torates, the Board of Trade give notice that, in future, firms in this 
country will be required to obtain the approval of the Admiralty 
before accepting orders for such goods from firms in foreign countries, 
and that applications for licences to export such goods must be 
accompanied by the order issued to the firm by the Admiralty 
permitting them to take the work in hand. 





EXPORT OF CROSSBRED WOOL TOPS. 
Consideration of Applications for Licences. 

The War Trade Department announces that, subject to the require- 
ments for military purposes of the United Kingdom and the Allies 
being fully met, consideration will be given to applications for 
licences for the export of tops made of crossbred or other wool 
(except merino) to allied countries and to neutral countries under 
satisfactory guarantees. 





EXPORT OF EAST INDIA WOOL, 


Applications for Licences. 


The War Trade Department will be prepared, subject as hereinafter 
stated, to consider applications for licences to export to the United 
States of America East India wool purchased at the forthcoming 
Liverpool wool sales up to a maximum of 10,000 bales. Licences 
will not be granted for the following classes of this wool which are 
required for military purposes :— 

1. Black, grey and brown wool. 

2. Yellow pieces. 

3. Low and medium hard white blanket wool. 
4. Ginned wool. 

It is essential that persons applying for licences shou!d state in 
their applications the precise description of Kast India wool which 
they wish to export and should forward a sample of the wool and a 
certificate from the Bradford Conditioning House. 'They must also 
obtain from Messrs. I'reshfield, London, the authorisation of consign- 
ment to the Textile Alliance. 





PATENTS AND DESIGNS REGULATION. 
An Order-in-Council, dated 14th October and published in the 


Supplement to the ‘‘ London Gazette” of the same date, further 
amends the Regulations (called the Defence of the Realm (Con- 
solidation) Regulations, 1914), made under the Defence of the 
Realm Consolidation Act, 1914, for securing the public safety 
and the defence of the Realm. ‘The Order-in-Council referred 
to above orders, inter alia, the following amendment in the 
Regulations :— 

18n.—(1) Where an application has been made, whether before 
or after the date of the making of this order, for the grant of a 
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patent or the registration of a design in the United Kingdom, 
and the Comptroller-General of Patents, Designs, and Trade- 
marks is satisfied that the publication of the invention or design 
might be detrimental to the public safety or the defence of the 
Realm, or might otherwise assist the enemy or endanger the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, he may delay the acceptance of 
the complete specification filed with the application for the 
patent, or, as the case may be, the registration of the design, and 
in such case may by order prohibit— 
(a) the publication or communication in any way of the 
invention or design; 
(b) application being made for the protection of the inven- 
tion or design in any enemy or neutral country; and 
(c) application being made for the protection of the inven- 
tion or design in any allied country or in any of His 
Majesty’s Dominions without the permission of the 
Admiralty and Army Council. 

(2) No person shall apply for the grant of a patent in respect 
of any invention or the registration of a design in any foreign 
country, or in any of His Majesty’s Dominions, unless he has 
left at, or sent by post to, the Patent Office, a notice of his in- 
tention, together with a provisional specification describing the 
nature of the invention or, as the case may be, a representation 
or specimen of the design, nor until after the expiration of one 
month from the time when such notice was given, and if during 
the said month the Comptroller-General is satisfied that the pub- 
lication of the invention or design might be detrimental to the 
public safety or the defence of the Realm, or otherwise assist 
the enemy or endanger the successful prosecution of the war, he 
may make a like order as in respect of cases in which application 
is made for the grant of a patent or the registration of a design 
in the United Kingdom. 

(3) Before exercising any of his powers under this Regula- 
tion as respects any matter the Comptroller-General shall con- 
sult with the Admiralty and Army Council and shall not act 
except upon the request of the Admiralty or Army Council. 

(4) If any person contravenes the provisions of this Regula- 
tion, or of any order made thereunder, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against these Regulations. 





BLOCKADE OF BULGARIAN COAST IN THE 
FEGEAN SEA. 


The Vice-Admiral commanding the Eastern Mediterranean Squadron 
of the Allied Fleets has declared a blockade of the Bulgarian coast 
in the Aigean Sea as from 6 a.m, on 16th October. Forty-eight 
hours’ grace from the commencement of the blockade was allowed for 
the departure of neutral vessels from the blockaded area. 
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RESTRICTIONS ON ALIENS. 


Extension to Bulgarian Subjects. 


As a state of war now exists between Great Britain and Bulgaria, 
persons of Bulgarian nationality are alien enemies within the mean- 
ing of the Alien Restriction Order. ‘They are therefore subject to the 
provisions of the Order requiring them to register themselves with 
the police, forbidding them to enter or reside in prohibited areas or 
to travel more than five miles from their place of residence without 
permits from the police, and placiny other restrictions upon them. 





INSURED LETTERS AND PARCELS FOR 
ROUMANIA, 

The Postmaster-General gives notice that insured letters and 
parcels are accepted for transmission to Roumania; the maximum 
limit of insurance is £400. Insured parcels cannot be sent by 
the route by sea direct to Sweden. 





BRITISH-OWNED CARGO ON ENEMY VESSELS 
DETAINED IN ITALY. 


With reference to the notice on p. 432 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12th August last relative to British-owned cargo on 
Austrian vessels detained in Italy, it is notified that the ‘“ London 
Gazette” of 19th October publishes a translation of Regulations 
drawn up by the Italian Prize Court, on 14th September, laying down 
the procedure to be followed in all cases by persons claiming the re- 
lease of goods on board ‘‘ enemy” vessels detained in Italy or the 
Italian Colonies.

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NOTICE TO SHIPOWNERS. 


Inaccurate Maniiests. 


The attention of the Board of Trade has been called to cases in 
which goods exported from the United Kingdom have been detained 
by the Allied Authorities on the ground that the Bills of Lading 
covering such goods did not correspond exactly with the manifests of 
the ships on which they were carried. For instance, a ship was 
recently detained by the Italian Authorities because the ship's 
manifest did not specify that the goods were in transit for Switzer- 
land, a fact which was clearly shown in the Bills of Lading. 

His Majesty's Government and the Allied Governments attach the 
utmost importance to the accurate making out in full detail of ships’ 
manifests ; and His Majesty’s Government have frequently acted with 
severity where the manifests on board foreign ships have been found 
not to correspond with the Bills of Lading. In these circumstances 
shipowners are warned not only that His Majesty’s Government 
would find it difficult to support their claims against foreign Govern- 
ments in cases where an irregularity of the nature indicated was 
made the ground of the detention of goods exported from the United 
Kingdom, but that the shippers would have a grave grievance against 
the shipowners in such cases. (M. 27,377.)

NOTICE TO EMPLOYERS.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY ORDINANCE, 1915, 
OF GRENADA. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade is in 
receipt of a copy of the Trading with the Enemy Ordinance, 1915, of 
Grenada (No. 18 of 1915), assented to by the Governor of the Colony 
on 28th August last, making provision with respect to penalties for 
trading with the enemy, and other purposes connected therewith. 

This Ordinance, which replaces the Trading with the Enemy 
Ordinance, 1914, contains provisions similar to those in force in 
the United Kingdom in regard to the inspection and control of 
suspected firms and for the appointment by the Governor of a 
Custodian of enemy property.

LIQUIDATED ENEMY COMPANIES IN RUSSIA 


Extension of Period for Presenting Claims. 
With reference to the notice on p. 84 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 8th April last and to previous notices relative to the 


supervision of enemy subjects’ enterprises in Russia, H.M. Commercial 
Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports that, according to the 
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“ Torg. Prom. Gazeta” (Petrograd) of 6th/19th September, the Council 
of Ministers has approved the recommendation of the Ministry of 
Justice that the two months’ period for the presentation of claims by 
creditors of enemy companies or businesses under liquidation should, 
owing to the difficulties of communications, be extended to six 
months. This applies to all creditors, both Russian subjects and 
those of Friendly Powers, residing outside the Empire. (¢. 33,654.) 





TRADE IN ARMS AND MUNITIONS OF WAR IN 
FRANCE AND IN FRENCH PROTECTORATES. 


H.M. Embassy in Paris reports the publication of a Presidential 
Decree in the French “Journal Officiel” of 8th October prohibiting 
persons to trade in arms and munitions of war in France, and in 
French Protectorates, unless specially authorised to do so by the 
Ministry of War. (C. 33,939.) 





EMPLOYMENT OF MEMBERS OF TECHNICAL 
STAFFS OF GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS IN 
SPANISH ZONE OF MOROCCO, 


Regulations Governing Fees Payable. 


H.M. Consul-General at Tangier (Mr. H. E. White, C.M.G.) has 
forwarded a translation of new Regulations promulgated by the 
Government of the Spanish Zone of Morocco, laying down the fees to 
be taken by members of the technical staff of the Public Works and 
other Departments for services they may be called upon to perform 
either for the State, or for private persons, or corporations. The 
Regulations deal especially with the Departments of Public Works 
and Mines and provide that services in connection with other Depart- 
ments should, so far as is possible, be remunerated on a similar scale. 

H.M. Consul-General suggests that the table of fees in these 
Regulations should assist United Kingdom firms desiring to tender for 
works in the Spanish Zone in calculating the amount to be added for 
expenses connected with the adjudication and inspecting and super- 
vising the works.

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Canada.—The Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner in Canada has 
forwarded a review of Canadian trade conditions in August and the 
first half of September, published by a local firm, from which the 
following is extracted :— 

The harvest is now being threshed and loaded aboard the cars for 
its eastern journey, its size surpassing the most hopeful expectations. 
Not only an increased acreage, but the good management of an 
unprecedented yield per acre have combined to make this year’s 
harvest the most remarkable in Canadian records. 

With a fair market, and shipping facilities to reach it, this harvest 
should restore business equilibrium after three years of shakiness, 
and stimulate a revival of trade that should make itself widely felt. 
An era of quickened activity as a direct result may be anticipated 
in nearly all lines of trade and industry save those dependent on 
new building, Fortunately for those normally engaged in building, 
munitions work promises to occupy them profitably as long as the 
war lasts. 

As regards business activity, as far as it can be estimated from the 
figures of bank clearings and gross railway earnings, the usual 
seasonal decline in activity in August did not take place this year and 
trade was, apparently, as good asin July. Business is, however, still 
below the normal, though evidently creeping very steadily upward, 
and this improving trend may be expected to continue, 

From an examination of bank clearings by sections it appears 
that the Montreal district was the only one to show an actual increase 
in activity in August as compared with July. This was largely due 
to shell making and stock transactions. There are signs that the 
Pacific Coast depression has reached its lowest ebb. Clearings and 
building permits for some months have indicated that business is not 
going back. Thanks to activity in copper mining and a slightly 
better demand for lumber, British Columbia will probably do better 
from now onwards. 

For the immediate future manufacturers and merchants will look 
for increased sales to the Prairie Provinces and Eastern Canada, while 
the normal volume of business may be expected from the Maritime 
Provinces, which have proved the most stable of all parts of the 
Dominion during the war; they were the only Provinces to show for 
August an increase in building permits over last year. (0,1.B. 48,730.)

Chile.—The following information relative to trade conditions in 
Chile has been extracted from recent issues of the United States 
Daily Commerce Reports :— 

The effects of increased activity in the nitrate fields of Chile during 
the month of July have been widespread. Money which had been 
hoarded by banks began to appear in the forms of loans and discounts. 
The severe crisis through which the country has been passing since 
the outbreak of war, while it has made conservative banking very 
necessary, has also given the banks an opportunity for thoroughly 
checking over all accounts. As a result the Chilean banks are pro- 
bably in better condition than during normal years. 
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The exportation of copper and tin has been stimulated by the 
advanced values of these metals. The difficulties of obtaining coal 
from abroad have to a large extent relieved the Chilean coal-mining 
companies from foreign competition and given them a market greater 
than they can supply. Hides and wool from Chile have commanded 
exceptional prices and have been marketed without difficulty. ‘The 
Chilean steamship companies are equally happily situated; with a 
general revival of the carrying trade they have little competition to 
meet, and freight rates remain at a very profitable level. 

The favourable conditions under which the above industries are now 
operating have begun to influence the import trade generally. Stocks, 
which in general were heavy at the outbreak of war and which were 
practically unsaleable for many months thereafter, have been dis- 
posed of toa large extent. General supplies and necessities are in 
demand and prices are high. The demand for new equipment will 
undoubtedly follow. While imports in the six months ended June 
were valued at 23,271,000 dols., as compared with 53,468,000 dols. 
in the corresponding period of the previous year, the records of 
the Chilean Customs indicate that the month of July was 20 per 
cent. better than the average of the first seven months of 1915 as 


regards imports, and 42 per cent. better as regards exports. 
Dollar = 4s. 14d, at par.

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THE LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM IN SEPTEMBER. 


According to a report in the October issue of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Labour Gazette,’’** employment in September continued 
on the whole to be at a very high level, but there was in some 
trades a slight relaxation of the great pressure of recent months. 
The demand for male labour, both of men and boys, was not 
equal to the supply, and the substitution of female for male 
labour continued. 

Employment in the coal mining industry continued very good, 
and the average weekly number of days on which the collieries 
were working was much higher than is usual in September. At 
iron and lead mines it was good, at shale mines very good, 


and at tin mines dull.

The im- | 
provement is reflected in the monthly pauperism returns, which 
in September, 1915, showed a reduction of 30 paupers per ten | 
thousand of the population of 35 selected urban districts, as com- 
pared with the corresponding date of last year. | 





REPORTS, &c. OF AUSTRALIAN INTER-STATE 
COMMISSION ON TARIFF INVESTIGATION. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner for Australia (Mr. G. T. Milne) reports | 
that the work of tariff investigation by the Inter-State Commission : 
was concluded in December last. ‘This Commission was created in 
1912 for the purpose of investigating, either on reference by Parlia- 
ment or on its own initiative, the production of, and trade in, 
commodities ; the encouragement, improvement and expansion of 
Australian industries; external trade; the effect and operation of 
tariff legislation ; prices of commodities ; profits of trade and manu- 
factures; wages and social and industrial conditions; labour em- 
ployment and unemployment; bounties paid by foreign countries to 
encourage shipping or export trade; population and immigration, 
and various other matters. It combined the function of a Royal 
Commission with those of a Court ot Record, and its Reports and 
Appendices contain a considerable amount of information regarding 
the various trades and industries covered by the enquiry.

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GROWTH OF FOREIGN COMPETITION IN AUSTRALIA. 
Report of H.M. Trade Commissioner. 


In his Report* on the trade of Australia during 1914, which is in 
the press, H.M. Trade Commissioner for the Commonwealth (Mr. G. T. 
Milne) states that at no time in the history of the Commonwealth has 
the desire to trade with the United Kingdom or within the British 
Empire been so widely expressed as since the outbreak of war. For 
example, while the policy of the Public Works Departments in 
Australia is to favour local industry wherever possible, even in many 
cases at appreciably enhanced prices, much of the material, plant and 
machinery has to be imported, and the principle of conceding a 
measure of preference, varying in degree according to circumstances, 
to goods of British manufacture, is in some cases recognised. (See 
notices on p. 180 of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 21st January 
and p. 586 of the issue of 20th May last.) 

The closing of this important market to German and Austrian goods 
affords an unrivalled opportunity for British manufacturers to secure 
part at least of the trade furmerly done with Germany and Austria. 
Not only is public sentiment deeply moved to support industries in 
the United Kingdom, but the tariff revision now under consideration 
has evidenced a desire to augment the preference conceded to goods 
of British manufacture. ‘These manifest advantages can best be 
made effective to British industry by a systematic study of the 
Australian market by manufacturers themselves. If they do this 
they will be in a position to gauge the possibility of their retaining 
after the war whatever they may have gained during its continuance, 
and will be enabled to appreciate the nature and extent of foreign 
competition better than by any other method. 

In the five years ended December, 1913, the imports of manu- 
factured merchandiss in which the United Kingdom meets with 
competition from foreign countries have grown from about 
£40,500,000 to about £60,500,000 per annum, representing over 
80 per cent. of the total imports. In 1909 the shares of the three 
countries chiefly interested in the import trade were as follows :— 
United Kingdom, £25,710,000 ; Germany,£4,464,000; and United 
States, £4,135,000. In 1913 the share of the United Kingdom 
amounted to £38, 285,000, that of Germany to £6,886,000, and that 
of the United States to £7,125,000. Although these figures reflect 
both the rapid increase in the value of the Australian market and the 
large share of the trade held by the United Kingdom, they also 
indicate the growth of foreign competition in a market pre-eminently 
British in sentiment. 

A notable feature of the trade relations of the United States 
with the Commonwealth has been the fact that, while imports of 
American manufactures have been steadily increasing from year to 
year, the sales of Australian produce in the markets of the United 
States have been relatively small. 

In contrast with this condition, a review of the trade relations 
of Germany and the Commonwealth shows that the former has, 
during recent years, sometimes had an adverse trade balance with 
Australia, which her official representatives, shipowners and manu-

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facturers have made strenuous efforts to alter. In these efforts they 
have been successful. ‘lhe development of the German market for 
Australian wool and metals, and the expansion of Germany’s export 
trade during recent years, has led to increased direct shipping 
facilities, the tonnage of vessels flying the German flag entered and 
cleared at Commonwealth ports having increased from 633,000 tons 
in 1905 to 1,211,000 tons in 1913. The establishment of wocl sales 
in Melbourne and other centres of the country, having attracted 
Continental buyers who formerly bought at the London sales, has 
undoubtedly contributed to the development of conditions conducive 
to German export trade. Favourable conditions of exchange having 
once been created, the activity of German manufacturers seeking a 
market for their products has been intensified from year to year. 

In their efforts to capture trade, German firms have been 
adequately assisted by the German Government, and these official 
efforts were seconded by close co-operation between manufacturers 
and banking institutions, and by co-operation between the manu- 
facturers themselves; by means of bounties paid on exports by 
syndicates, particularly in the iron and steel industries; by keeping 
in close touch with the requirements of the market through effective 
local representation; by quoting c.if. prices and giving close 
attention to details, such as method of packing, finish, and 
appearance. 

When breaking new ground German manufacturers have displayed 
readiness to comply even with the whims of their customers, but 
of recent years they have not been quite so ready as previously to abandon 
standardised forms. ‘They have also displayed greater readiness than 
their competitors to sell goods on consignment on terms which have 
undoubtedly proved attractive to some importers. In heavy lines, 
such as cement, electrical machinery, railway material, wire and other 
forms of iron and steel, lower prices, combined with a guarantee of 
quick delivery, have enabled them to secure a strong hold on the 
Commonwealth market. During recent years there has been a great 
expansion of German trade with the Commonwealth in the lines 
already mentioned, as wel! as in pianos, indiarubber manufactures, 
apparel, china and glassware, pharmaceutical and industrial chemicals 
and perfumes, to mention only a few lines. 

The conditions brought about by the war have provided an oppor- 
tunity for capturing trade formerly done with Germany in particular, 
which American and other competitors in the Australian field have 
not been slow to seize, particularly as the preoccupation of British 
manufacturers in certain industries with orders for war material has 
prevented them from participating to the extent they would doubtless 
desire. In lines of trade where quick delivery of a given order may 
be essential, such as in the engineering and machinery trades, there 
is a likelihood that orders which under normal conditions might be 
placed in the United Kingdom will be placed with foreign manu- 
facturers. 

The representatives of American, Swedish and Japanese manu- 
facturers have displayed increased activity since the outbreak of war. 
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While American imports into the Commonwealth cover almost every 
branch of trade, machinery and metal manufactures represent over 
one-half of the total. Their share in the imports of machinery alone 
now represents one-third of the total imports under this heading. 
Swedish imports into the Commonwealth have increased considerably 
during recent years, and in 1913 amounted to over £750,000. 
Imports of Japanese origin have increased from about £638,000 in 
1909 to over £950,000 in 1913. Of this latter amount considerably 
over half represented apparel and textiles. 

British manufacturers desirous of ascertaining the volume of trade 
in the principal items of import into Australia, and the sources 
whence these are derived, may readily obtain information of this kind 
by consulting the annual publications issued by the Commonwealth 
Statistician, which can be inspected on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C. In this way they may form some idea of the extent 
to which British goods are meeting with competition from foreign 
sources, but if a closer knowledge of the nature of that competition, 
and the reasons for its success, is desired application should be 
made to H.M. Trade Commissioner, stating in an explicit manner 
the various points on which information is sought; when obtained 
this information should enable the manufacturer to determine the 
best course to be followed in exploiting the market. For the manu- 
facturer to rely exclusively on such orders as may reach him through 
shipping firms or merchants is to do himself and British industry 
less than justice, as while business can doubtless be secured by this 
somewhat passive method, its volume will compare unfavourably with 
the more direct, active method of local representation. 

Many manufacturers are undoubtedly ready to concede that better 
results as regards the distribution of their products can be achieved 
by efficient local representation than by any other method, but are 
deterred from making appointments of agents through the difficulty 
of securing the services of really reliable firms undertaking work of 
this kind. Where a large firm contemplates the appointment of an 
agent it will probably find that the best, and in the end most economical, 
course to follow is to send out one of its partners or responsible officers 
with full power to do what ts necessary after investigating the market. 
It may in some instances be found advisable to send out a represen- 
tative from the home firm to act as resident general representative, 
whose duties will mainly consist in the supervision of the agents 
whom he may appoint in the various States. 

In the section of the Report from which the foregoing extracts have 
been taken, H.M. Trade Commissioner discusses fully the methods of 
appointing ayents and the relative conditions under which agencies 
are held in Australia.

By so doing, British firms would create 
exclusive rights in such new trade marks. 

Chinese dealers will quickly adapt themselves to these new trade 
marks, and as they will not be in a position to obtain goods bearing 


the “enemy ” trade marks, the latter will lose their original value.

AGRICULTURAL MACHINERY MARKET IN RUSSIA. 
Former German and Austrian [mports. 


The following information regarding the condition of the agricul- 
tural machinery industry in Russia, and the share of ‘Germany and 
Austria in the import trade in such machinery, is extracted from 
articles which appeared in the Russian press during June last :— 

In the autumn of 1914 a Department of the Ministry of Agriculture 
discussed the agricultural machinery situation and established the fact 
that in some branches of the implement industry (as for instance in 
the making of ploughs) Russian industry had reached a considerable 
development, but that generally the position caused some anxiety. 

Difficulties were increased by the impossibility of obtaining 
sufficient supplies both of raw material and of fuel, as a result of 
transport difficulties. The import of raw and partially manufactured 
materials from abroad has completely ceased. ‘The Russian metallur- 
gical works, apparently, devoted very little attention to agricultural 
machinery before the war, and since the beginning of the war the 
situation has naturally become worse. Furthermore the financial 
position of the industry creates some difficulty, as the indebtedness of 

urchasers to twenty-five of the large concerns amounts now to nearly 
£4,000,000. 

A prospect of some improvement is offered by the apparently satis- 
factory results of the formation of associations of rural government 
institutions for wholesale purchases and orders. Manufacturers are 
anxious to extend the field of their enterprise and to proceed with 
the output of machinery which, normally, has been imported from 
Germany. At the same time the organisation and development of the 
trade in agricultural machinery and implements might help to 
alleviate the financial strain to which manufacturers are at present 
subject, and might free them from small commercial transactions 
which complicate the organisation of the industry. 

German and Austrian Imports.—Statistical information establishes 
the fact that in the three years 1911-1913 only about 50 per cent. of 
the agricultural machinery and implements employed in Russia were 
manufactured in the country, the remaining 50 per cent. being 
imported. Of the imports, about 40 per cent. in 1913 were from 
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Germany and Austria, as compared with about 20 per cent. from the 
United Kingdom. In manure drills, mowing machines, and certain 
types of winnowing machines, these countries predominated, and 
the stoppage of imports since the war has created a serious danger 
of deficiencies in this direction. 

The following table shows the values of the principal classes of 
agricultural machinery and implements imported into Russia during 
1913, with the respective shares of Germany, Austria, and the 
United Kingdom :—

Threshing machines.—In the north and north-western parts of 
Russia hand-driven threshing machines are -largely used. Notwith- 
standing their relatively simple construction, their output in Russia 
is very small. Horse-driven machines are also largely employed, and 
are extensively manufactured. Steam threshers were imported from 
Germany to a large extent, but few came from Austria. By far the 
greatest number up to the present time are imported from the 
United Kingdom. They are extensively used in the Raltic Provinces, 
the region of the Don, the Southern Ural, and West Siberian 
districts. In the southern parts they are generally bought without 
the locomobiles, and are driven by motors instead. Some of the 
southern firms have, therefore, undertaken the output of motor- 
driven threshing machines, but the industry is little developed. 
Deficiencies of German and Austrian imports might be met by a 
larger Russian production and larger imports from the United 
Kingdom. The same applies to agricultural locomobiles. 


Reapers—The Hungarian reaping machines from Budapest were 
unable to withstand the competition of American reapers, and have 
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shown a persistent tendency to decline. In Germany the use of 
reapers has only latterly been more generally adopted, and the import 
into Germany exceeds by 10 to 12 times her export in this line. In 
exceptionally heavy harvests the imports into Russia from Germany 
increased, and consisted to some extent in re-exported American 
machines. ‘The deficiency in the import of reapers from Germany 
will have to be made good by importing from Sweden and the United 
Kingdom. In 1915 Russia imported reapers from the United States 
to the value of £468,000, as against similar machines to the value 
of £156,000 from Germany and Austria. 

Sowing drills—The home production of sowing drills is very large. 
Since 1908 there has been a large sale of drills of American manu- 
facture, and in 1913 these imports reached the figure of £36,000, as 
against £59,000 from Austria and Germany. Here again the 
increase in home production could fill the gaps created by the stoppage 
of imports from the latter countries. 

Ploughs and harrows.—As regards the imports of ploughs, German 
and Austrian goods predominated very considerably, especially for 
horse ploughs. ‘The latter are also imported from North America, 
but these go mostly to the Amur region. Russia herself, however, 
produces large quantities of these implements. Steam ploughs are 
mainly used on very large estates, as well as in districts of the Don 
and the North Caucasus. They are imported with motors from the 
United Kingdom and Germany. The most modern “ tractor” 
ploughs come from the United States and Canada. There is no 
Russian output of these machines. 

Harrows are imported mainly from the United Kingdom and the 
United States, Germany contributing only about a third to a quarter 
of the total imports. 

Sorting machines.—The predominance of German and Austrian 
imports under this heading is striking. A small number are re- 
exported French machines, but the bulk are the products of German 
and Austrian factories. These machines are also locally produced, 
but they are of simple and obsolete construction, and cannot compete 
with the modern German and Austrian article. 

Dairy machinery.—Of special importance for the Russian dairy 
industry are churns and separators which must be imported as there 
is no output of them in Russia at present. (C, 29,441.)

The kind (nature) of the goods ; 

The gross weight and the net weight ; 

The railway station (in France) from which the goods are to 
be despatched ; 

The place from which the goods are to be exported from 
France ; 

The grounds on which exemption from the export prohi- 
bition is sought. 

Licences are valid for sixty clear days counting from the date 
of the decision of the Administration of Finance or, when the 
goods are to be transported by rail, from the date of the trans- 
port certificate granted by the War Administration. In the 
latter case the goods must ba despatched from the station at 
which loaded within the above-mentioned period of 60 days. 

Exporters are advised not to send their consignments to the 
place from which it is proposed to export them until they have 
received a regular authorisation, in order to avoid the risk of 
having the goods sent back, at their expense, to the railway 
station from which despatched. 

Licences are personal, and, if used by persons other than the 
one named therein, the penalties provided by the Law of the 
17th August, 1915, will be incurred. 

Five copies of applications for licences must be furnished in 
the case of ordinary exports, and six copies in the case of appli- 
cations for direct or indirect transit licences. 

When the application emanates from the consignor (manufac- 
turer, trader, or commission agent), the latter must sign it, 
state that it is the result of an order placed with him, and furnish 
the address of the consignee. 

When the application is put forward by the consignee it 
must bear the signature of the seller of the goods. 

In the case of applications for transit licences, the applicant 
in a foreign country must furnish the name and address of his 
representative in [’rance. 

As from the ist November, 1915, applications must be 
accompanied by a document (‘‘ patente” or certificate issued by 
a Chamber of Commerce or Syndical Chamber) attesting that 
the applicant actually carries on business in the articles referred 
to in his application.

Goods which are 
adulterated, which are in a bad state of preservation, which contain 
preservative or poisonous materials, or which have been artificially 
coloured, are regarded as unfit for consumption and are therefore 
prohibited to be imported. As an exception to this general rule, 
however, the following goods are regarded as fit for consumption and 
may accordingly be cleared through the Customs :— 

Concentrated preserved vegetable foodstuffs (having less than 
60 per cent. of water), containing less than 100 milli- 
grammes of boric acid to the kilogramme ; 

Sauces (having more than 60 per cent. of water) and preserved 
vegetable foodstuffs in general, containing less than 100 
milligrammes of boric acid to the kilogramme ; 

Preserved vegetable foodstuffs in general which contain less than 
30 milligrammes of metallic copper to the kilogramme.

Despite the war there has been no diminution in in the progress of 
railway construction in Syria. The Jaffa- 
Jerusalem line, controlled by a French company, 
whose 25-year lease is about to expire, was taken 
over by the military authorities at the outbreak of 
war. Work was immediately begun to connect 
this line with the Haifa-Damascus line, and in this way link the 
system with Aleppo and eventually connect with Constantinople. 
Lydda, a station on the Jaffa-Jerusalem line, is the junction, 
whence the line runs due north joining the Haifa-Damascus line at

Deraa (on the Hedjaz line), a distance of 167 miles, the entire 
distance from Jerusalem to Damascus being about 280 miles, and 
entailing a 24-hours’ journey, ‘l'his line was opened to traffic on 
20th May last. 

Equal energy has been displayed in the extension of the line from 
Aleppo towards Bagdad, known as the German or Bagdad — 4 
(see p. 155 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 17th July, 1913). 

In spite of the difficulties occasioned by the war, the Bagdad 
Company succeeded in opening for traffic more than 62 ‘miles of line 
in June and July last. The line, which includes the construction of 
a bridge over the Euphrates, was opened as far as Rees-ul-Ain on 
23rd July. ‘Trains leaving Aleppo at 6 a.m. arrive at Rees-ul-Ain 
at 5p.m. At the southern terminus 56 miles of line have been 
constructed between Bagdad and Samara. ‘here now remain about 
373 miles of line between Aleppo and Bagdad to be completed. 

The Constantinople-Aleppo line is gradually nearing completion. 
At present trains run direct from Constantinople to Posanteah (a 
three days’ journey) ; here the Taurus Mountains are being tunnelled. 
From Tarsus to Mamoure a completed branch of this line is in 
operation (about a day’s journey), whence another series of tunnels is 
in process of construction. For the remaining 71 miles between 
Rajou and Aleppo the line is completed and trains are running 
regularly. Under present conditions the journey between Con- 
stantinople and Aleppo is completed in six days. 








UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PANAMA CANAL ZONE). 


The United States Consul-General in London has informed the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of 
p Canal ‘Trade that he has received telegraphic information 
~~ from the Governor of the Panama Canal to the 
— effect that, owing to continued land slides, it is 
impossible to predict any approximate date for the re-opening of the 
Canal. Pending further notice—-which will be given when sufficient 
material has been removed to ensure stable conditions—the Canal 
Governor does not advise any sailings by the Panama route.

H.M. Minister at Panama has telegraphed the following additional 
information :—It is useless for transports to wait on the chance of 
being able to get through the Canal next month ; it is very doubtful 
whether the Canal can be re-opened this year. 

If the cargo which is on board the vessels at Panama is urgently 
required, arrangements could be made with the Panama Railway 
Company to transfer it to four empty vessels which are delayed at 
Colon. The railway freight rate, Panama to Colon, is 3 dols. (about

Article 25 of the Law stipulates that the owner of a mining title 
authorised by the Government, if not domiciled in Venezuela, must 
appoint a representative in the Republic as soon as the mine is 
worked. The exploitation of the mine must be commenced within a 
period of three years fromthe date of the title. Work having 
commenced, operations must not be suspended for more than three 
consecutive years. 

All machinery, plant and material required in connection with the 
working of mines and for metal works, &c., which may be imported 
into the Republic, will be admitted free of Customs duty.

(3) brown paper, and (4) wooden boxes (similar to match boxes). 

Excluding, on the score of economy, the barrel form of packing, 
the Acting ‘Trade Commissioner suggests that the most satisfactory 
method in which United Kingdom manufacturers should pack tin 
tacks for the South African market would appear to be either the use 
of (a) a double cardboard box in which the two parts are identical in 
shape, but with the cover a little larger in order to slip down right 
over the receptacle from top to bottom, or (b) a cardboard box in 
which the lid is bent over and fits into a slot along the top edge of 
the box.

ITALY. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ” (Rome) of 6th October contains a Decree, 
No. 1453 of 22nd August, approving certain 
regulations regarding the breadth of the tyres for 
Breadth of Tyres wheels of vehicles for public use in the ordinary 
for Vehicles streets of Italy, except those vehicles which have 
the won rims covered with rubber or other elastic 
substance. The standards fixed for the tyres vary according to 
the weight of the vehicles and their mode of traction (animal or 
motor power); they supersede the previous standards fixed by 
Decree of 26th March, 1911. Military cartage is exempt from the 
rules laid down in the Decree. 
The regulations are to come into force two years after the date of

use for six years after the enactment of the regulations.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that 
the official statistics recently issued for the fiscal 
year ended 30th June give a good idea of the 
Siemiinatenen tn influences of the European war on the foreign trade 
1914-15 of the United States in leather and manufactured 
leather goods. The war in Europe has not only 
been responsible for an increase in exports, but has exerted another 
influence not commented upon to much extent, viz., that the 
former rapidly growing imports that threatened to deprive domestic 
tanners of a considerable part of their trade have been materially 
checked. During the fiscal year 1912-13, when leather was 
dutiable, the imports of all varieties amounted to 8,908,237 dols., 
while in 1913-14 imports increased to 138,810,347 dols. (t.e., about 
60 per cent.), and during this period there were three months and 
four days when the duty was effective. In 1914-15 imports dropped 
back to 10,874,722 dols., but were still 2,000,000 dols. ahead of two 
years ago. ‘The general opinion in the trade is that if there had been 
no war leather importations would have been much greater than in 
the previous year, as at that time European exporters had only started 
in their efforts to establish an important market in the United States. 
The greatest decrease in imports of leather from European countries 
has naturally been in those from Germany, and it was the growing 
popularity in the United States of German patent and regular finishes 
of calf and cowhide sides that worried domestic producers more than 
anything else. 

The total exports of tanned leather, shoes, and all other made-up 
leather goods for the year ended 30th June, 1915, reached the un- 
precedented amount of 120,727,156 dols., as compared with 57,566,261 
dols. for the previous fiscal year. ‘The review of the year’s export 
trade in leather and its made-up products is certainly very satisfactory 
to tanners, but the increase of over 100 per cent. in this direction 
has not much more than off-set the decreased domestic consumption. 
The war, however, has been responsible for greater profits owing to 


prices being inflated. (C. 32,860.)

This publica- 
tion, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1909-1913, and detailed statements of imports and exports of 
each article consigned from and to each country; and in the second 
volume details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in 
bond, with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each 
foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port 
of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) will contain a classi- 
fication on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual State- 
ment ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as thuse published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

by traders on commercial matters. As far as is possible, the Branch 
supplies, on personal or written application, information with regard 
to the following subjects: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to 
Tender and other openings for British trade; Lists of manufacturers 
at home and lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of 
business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and 
Customs Regulations; Commercial Statistics; Forms of Certificates 
of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers ; Sources 
of Supply, Prices, &c. of Trade Products; Shipping and Transport ;

Samples of foreign competitive goods and commercial products 
which are received from abroad from time to time are exhibited at 
the offices of the Branch. 

The samples collected since the war began, of goods of German and 
Austrian manufacture which are sold in British markets abroad and 
in certain foreign markets, have been temporarily withdrawn from 
exhibition at the Commercial Intelligence Branch (Foreign Samples 
Section), 32, Cheapside, E.C., and are now being exhibited at Notting- 
ham ; they will shortly be exhibited at other industrial centres. See 
notice on p. 163. 

In view of the representations made by the exhibitors and buyers 
at the British Industries Fair, organised by the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch, and held at the Royal Agricultural Hall (see “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 3rd June last, p. 658), the Board of Trade 
have decided to hold another Fair early next year.
